FROM AN EX-GOVERNMENT 
EMPLOYE. 


The following letter appeared in a 
recent issue of the Perth Courier. Mr.

Sirn,—The Dominion Government 
will meet its judges in June ; and if 
guilt and incapacity call for retribution, 
the sentence cannot be less than capital.

In his speech at Brantford, Hon. A. S. 
Hardy replied to the criticism leveledagairst 
Sir Oliver Mowat that he had not shown 
the courage of Sir Charles Tupper and Mr. 
Taillon. He pointed out that Sir Charles 
Tupper had resigned a salary of $10.000 and 
perquisites for a salary of $9,099 and all he 
could grab. Mr. Taillon had resigned a 
salary of $4,000 to accept a salary of $8,00C 
and perquisites. But they said that Sir 
Oliver Mowat should resign and take no 
office at all. If Sir Oliver Mowat during 
the last 23 years that he had been prime 
minister of this province had devoted his 
time, as Sir Charles Tupper had done, to 
rolling up a million and a half of dollars out 
cf the people’s pockets to pat in his own, 
he might have resigned and taken no office 
at all, But he had served the public, and 
to-day he was a poor man—much poorer 
than he was when he went into parliament. 
If he had acted like the prime minister of 
Quebec, who, when there was a loan of $3,- 
500,000 to be made, had taken it out of the 
hands of his treasurer, Mr. Hall, and, with 
Mr. Chapleau, had made a loan of $5,000,600 
that was not needed, selling the debentures 
at 77, which were sold afterwards at 85 1-2, 
and losing to the provinee $450,000, besides 
$40,000 incurred in expenses, Sir Oliver 
Mowat mightthave resigned, as Mr, Taillon 
had done.

On the other side is to be set the fact 
that farming has ceased to be profitable 
in England, and that the proprietors of 
the land have seen their incomes woe- 
fuliy curiailed. But that has been due 
to causes much too powerful to be 
counterbalanced by an import duty on 
breadstuffs. The English farmer is not 
worse off than his brother agriculturalist 
in the older settled parts of the Union 
to-day, and as for the Eaglish landlord, 
his sole grievance consists in losing the 
purely artificial increase of rent secured 
to him bya system of protection. It is 

conceded that the condition of 
the agricultural laborer is very 
much better than it was. Though 
the present agricultural distress in 
England has brought out mutterings 
against the regime of fres trade, and 
some sentiment in favor of the revival 
of the protective duties on grain and 
meat, no section of any political party 
has ventured to champion the cause of 
the squirearchy so far as to echo the 
demand fora taxon bread. As Lord 
Salisbury recently remarked, the great | 
body of consumers are, in such a case, 
absolutely masters,and they are not at all 
likely to see their interests saczificed to 
those of the landowners. The free 
trade movement which had its triumph 
in England fifty years ago kas had no 
steps backward,.and these are less likely 
to-day than they ever were.—Boston 
Herald.

The Crees did not feel sleepy or in- 
different. during the-delivery of these 
lectures and sermons. 

The last two of the five socials com- 
menced for the winter, occurred on 
Adril 10th: and 24th, at Mr. Edward 
Rose’s house, and Mr. Peter Shirt’s 
place. After the dinner in each case, a 
few astonishing experiments were per- 
formed ; Then singing, speeches, chat- 
ting, &c., oceupied the time remaining. 
When the crowd were asked to explain 
the ascension of the water from the 
saucer into the tumbler, one indian 
gave his theory, which showed consider- 
able thought.

not the first that had been called to discuss 
the same matter. He was glad that he 
could tell them that they would hear 

news that evening in connection with a com- 
bined railway traffic bridge, and rail- 
way connection between Edmonton and the 
railway on the other side of the river. That 
matter had been agitated by the people of 
Edmonton very seriously for some four or 
five years, in fact ever since the C. & BE. 
was built and stopped on the other side of 
the river. Immediately the town was in- 
corporated action was taken to get some 
funds to buiid «. bridge: Adeputation was 
sent to Ottawa which induced the govern- 
ment to make the first and preliminary 
steps, which was to makeasurvey. Dr. 
Wilson the last Ceputy was sent with the 
very definite object of securing government 
aid for building a combined railway and 
traflic bridge and a subsidy tv a railroad, 
and he was very pleased to tell them that he 
the mayor had been successful. The rest 
must now be done by the people of Edmon- 
ton. He would ask the mayor to explain 
the position fully. (Applause.) 

Dr. Wilson, who was received with ap- 
planse, said he was pleased to see some 
ladies present and wished the ladies of Ed- 
monton would take more active interest in 
political and municipal affairs. Before 
entering upon the discussion he wished to 
take, that the first public opportunity he 
had had of thanking this fellow councillors 
and the citizens for mecting him at the train 
and according him such a very hearty wel- 
come beck to their midst. He might have 
to use the capital I several times, but it 
was not himself, but the members of the 
council of 1895 and 1896 who had done it. 
Any praise that might be due to him for 
accomplishing what had ‘been accomplished 
was equally due to the members of the pre- 
sent council and that of 1895. He was only 
sorry he was not in a fit condition physical- 
ly tomake sucha speech and explanations 
as he would like to do. He had been 
severely ‘‘ under the weather.” for the past 
month, and it was with considerable exer- 
tion that he attempted to address them. 
When he was through he would be happy 
to answer any questions. He presumed 
everyone of them believed that rail- 
road connection was mecessary to the future 
salvation of the town of Edmontor. (hear, 
hear,) Every man who held a foot of pro- 
perty here was willing to goas far as he 
thought the town should go. to secure rail- 
way connection, He started out on that 
ground but he wouid make exceptions in 
favor of these men who owned more pro- 
perty in some other part of the country. 
He would sum up the situation in regard to 
the bridge. Since 1891 they had been 
agitatir g for a bridge,and incidentally, rail- 
road connection. In 189z the town‘of Ed- 
noiton was incorporated wit the express 
purpose of getting railway connection. 
Since then they had sent dowa letters and 
men and deputations and he believed caths 
were sometimes sent after them. In 1892 
the town hada survty made for a spur 
track at large expense. The same year the 
town offered to contribute $15,000 towards 
a bridge. In 1893 they did nothing be- 
cause the bridge question was like some 
men were now, wobbling. In 1894 the town 
got a street railway charter, and sent 

own another delegation in reference toe the 
bridge. In 1895 they made several expen- 
sive surveys and sent another delegation. 
In 1896 they also sent another delegation to 
Ottawa. He had not the exact figures, but 
he thought the expenses incurred since the 
incorporation of the town, in endeavoring to 
get a bridge and railway would figure cut 
at nearly $6000. No council of any year 
was responsible or could be blamed for the 


- expenditure of that money. It was expend- 


ed on the urgent solicitation of the rate- 
payers. But they must learn by ex- 
perience, as every individua! had to learn, 
and ‘pay for it, but every step had:broken 
ground a little more and now they had 
practically secured all they had asked for. 
They had asked for a bridge and railway 
and the government had now consented to 
give them all they had asked for. In order 
to justify the council he unhesitaiingly said 
that if the delegate had not been in Ottawa 
their railway charter vould never have pas:- 
ed, now would they have got the 
promise of the railway grant. That meet- 
ing was for discussing the advisabilty oi 
voting for the by-law. The council of 1895 
asked the government to give the proposed 
Edmonton District Railroad Co. $60,000 
for the bridge and $3,200 per mile for five 
or six miles of railway. They had got 
$75,000 for the combined railway and traffic 
bridge and a subsidy of $3,200 per mile for 
15 miles of road ; or $15,000 more than any 
one in the town ot Edmonton ever expected 
to get, infact more than they asked for. 
He was not trying to make politicai capital 
out of it. The reason he stayed so long was 
because he would not come back witha 
verbal promise but determined tc have a 
written promise. The letters rot only 
bound the present government but he con- 
sidered they bound any succeeding govern- 
ment, and he believed Mr. Laurier if re- 
turned would carry it out. (applause) He 
would do the liberal party and Mr. Laurier 
justice and say that he knew. they would 
carry it out. The money was just as safely 
theirs as if it was lying at their order in the 
bank. That was the situation. They had 
been agitating for a bridge, now they had 
got everything they asked for and more. If 
the were going to build the road they should 
go up on Tuesday and vote for the by-law. 
lf the by-law passed the town would be in a 
position to build the road. If it was passed 
the Dominion government, whether liberal 
or sonservative was pledged, and if it was 
not paesed they could not then goto the 
government and ask for the $75,000. If 
the by-law was not passed they had no 
claim on the government, whatever party 
was in power. That was the crisis, and he 
believed the future prosperity of Edmonton 
depended on the getting of the railroad. 
The Dominion election would not compare 
in importanee to Edmonton to the election 
on Tuesday. (Applause) 

M. MacCauley heartily agreed with all 
the mayor had said, and believed the gove 
ernment promise would be carried out if 
they did their part. There would be a lot 
of red tape to go through but they could go 
ahead as soon as the by-law was: pussed. 
He knew several men who were waiting for 
the railroad to be built before investing 
heavily in Edmonton. He felt it was their 
duty to pass the by-law and secure the 
government aid. He could teli them that if 
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by-law was 
could be built without asking for any 
capital outside the town of Edmonton. The 
ratepayers’ interests were fully protected in 
the by-law. As soon as it was passed the 
provisional directors would meet and organ- 
ize the company, 

Replying to Jas. McDonald the mayor 
suid the priry council had approved of the 
scheme. 

A vote of thanks was passed to the 
mayor and chairman when P. Heiminck 
asked permission to speak. He regretted 


that his deafness had prevented him hearing. 


the mayor’s speech, but if the mayor had 
got $75,000 from, the government for the 
bridge they should vote for the by-law. If 
he bad not got the $75,000 the $50,000 men- 
tioned in the by-law would be better in the 
pockets of the ratepayers. If the $75,000 
had been got the mayor would no doubt 
tell them what arrangements had been made 
with the C. & E. or-C. P. R. for operating 
the road and for safeguarding the interests 
of the town of Edmonton. It such arvange- 
ments had not been made the best interests 
of the town had not been attended to. The 
mayor informed Mr. Heiminck that no 
agreemert had been made with the C, P. R. 
and Mr. McCauley called from the hall 
asking the mayor to tell Mr. Heiminck that 
the C. P. R. had agreed to operate the road 
free. By this tirae the whole audience were 
on their feet and making for the door.
